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REGULATIONS  OF  THE 

DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 


GOVERNING  THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY  AND  PROMOTION  OF  PUPILS  FROM  GRADE  VIII,  TO 

HIGH  SCHOOL,  FOR  THE  YEAR  1934-35. 

1.  Students  in  public  or  separate  schools  who  have  completed  the  work  of  the  Grade  VIII  course  in  a satis- 
factory manner  may  be  promoted  on  the  recommendation  of  the  superintendent,  principal,  or  teacher  in  charge. 
The  basis  of  promotion  shall  be  the  work  done  during  the  year  as  indicated  by  monthly  or  term  tests  and  class- 
room work. 

2.  Cards  on  which  shall  be  recorded  the  number  of  students  preparing  the  work  of  Grade  VIII  will  be  mailed 
to  the  Secretary  of  each  School  District  early  in  each  year.  These  cards  should  be  completed  and  returned  to  the 
Department  before  April  15th. 

3.  The  Department  of  Education  will  forward  to  schools  where  there  are  Grade  VIII  students,  the  usual 
Departmental  promotion  tests,  the  use  of  which  shall  be  optional.  Teachers  in  rural  schools  and  in  the  smaller 
centres  will  find  it  advantageous  to  use  these  papers,  in  order  that  the  results  obtained  may  assist  them  in  deter- 
mining the  fitness  of  students  for  promotion.  Where  these  question  papers  are  used,  the  tests  must  be  given 
according  to  the  official  time-table.  In  no  case  shall  the  answer  papers  be  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Education . 

4.  Forms  will  be  supplied  for  recording  the  names  and  records  of  Grade  VIII  students,  who  are  recommended 
for  promotion  to  Grade  IX,  which  must  be  filled  out  in  detail,  showing  the  length  of  time  each  student  has  been 
in  attendance  in  preparation  of  the  work  of  this  grade  and  the  average  standing  during  such  attendance.  Students 
whose  average  is  50%  on  all  subjects,  with  no  subject  below  40%,  shall  be  considered  eligible  for  promotion,  and 
will  be  granted  Grade  VIII  diplomas  by  the  Department  of  Education,  without  charge. 

5.  The  subjects  required  for  a Grade  VIII  diploma  are: 

Arithmetic,  Literature,  Composition,  Grammar,  Spelling,  Geography,  Hygiene,  Art,  Agriculture,  History 
and  Civics. 

N.B.— The  programme  of  studies  for  elementary  schools  was  revised  and  reprinted  in  1929  and  all 
page  references  in  these  regulations  are  to  the  1929  edition.  Where  differences  appear,  the  Regula- 
tions should  be  followed.  Teachers  are  advised  that  they  should  not  recommend  or  require  students 
to  purchase  books,  pamphlets,  or  helps,  which  are  not  authorized  or  recommended  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education.

Oral  Reading.  Aim  at  voice  inflection  to  express  feeling  involved  in  what  is  read.  Pupils  should  practise 
reading  conversations,  parts  in  plays,  short  articles  in  which  simple  emotions  are  strongly  expressed.  Informal 
dramatization  makes  the  interpretation  free  and  accurate.  The  pupils  should  choose  individual  selections,  which 
they  prepare  as  well  as  possible  and  then  present  to  the  class.  The  test  should  be — did  the  class  understand,  and 
enjoy  listening?
